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CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 


THE  following  is  prepared  for  the  benefit  of  the  novice: 

We  believe  Gladiolus  will  do  well  in  any  soil  that  will 
produce  a  good  crop  of  corn  or  potatoes.  A  fertile  soil 
will  undoubtedly  give  better  results  in  size  of  bloom,  and  also 
produce  a  larger  bulb.  A  little  extra  care  in  cultivation  and 
fertilization  will  amply  repay  you.  DO  NOT  USE  fresh 
manure  before  planting  bulbs.  Manure  should  be  applied  in 
the  Fall.  Very  scabby  bulbs  will  be  the  result  of  fresh  manure. 

DEPTH  TO  PLANT 

We  would  suggest  planting  bulbs  from  four  to  five  inches 
deep.  Don’t  guess,  but  measure  the  depth.  A  bulb  will  grow 
as  well  planted  much  shallower,  but  bulbs  planted  deep  are 
protected  from  falling  over,  which  often  occurs  with  tall  grow¬ 
ing  varieties.
